A VIOLENT STOKM. 


The Blow Nortluast of Decatur—Some 


Ralii—Damage at Bloom iiigtou. 


From Soturdav'i Daily. 


There was a dangerous electrical and 


wind storm north of Ddoatur 25 and 40 
miles last evening, and SB usual, Decatnr 
escaped by getting just a little of the 
fag end of it, sufficient to cause some 
fright and cool the atmosphere, though 
it was quite sultry between 6 and 8 
o'clock, The clouds were thick, dark 
and ugly looking, as could be seen by the 
frequent flashes of lightning. Only a 
few drops of ram fell m Decatur, but in 
toe vicinity of Forsyta and Oreana there 
was considerable rain, At Oreana there 
was a strong wind that did damage to 
fruit trees, and blew C. & H, cars off the 
side track.

A terrific electric and wind storm, with 


torrents of rain and hail, swept across 
McLean county from the northwest, be- 
ginning at 7 o'clock and continuing an 
hour and a half, 


It was a genuine cyclone, the funnel- 


s'aaped, gyrating cloud, and the green 
sky peculiar to twisters being present. 
The people of Bloomington were thor- 
oughly frightened, and many rushed out 
into the street in the rain. Hundreds of 
trees were wrecked and blown into the 
street and across the stroet car track?, 
Tin roofs were stripped from buildings 
and small buildings demolished. As far 
as yet learned, no great damage was 
done. The cyclone did not touch the 
earth, eo the city escaped, It was re- 
ported that a house was etrnok by light- 
ning and burned three or four miles 
northwest of Bloomington.

actually served sixty da;, s '•• ith the army 
ornevy of tie United States in Mexico, 
or on the ooaata or the frontier thereof, or 
ea route thereto, in the war with that na- 
tion, or who were actually engaged in a 
battle in said war, and were honorably 
discharged, (and their surviving widows); 
provided that such widows have not re- 
married, and provided that every Buck 
officer, enlisted man or widow who is or 
may become 69 years of age, or who is or 
may beoons subject to any disability or 
dependency equivalent to some cause 
recognized by the pension lam aa a suffi- 
cient reason for the allowance of a pen- 
aioQ, shall be entitled to the benefits ot 
the act; (except where mien disability or 
dependency was incurred in aiding or 
abetting the late rebellion).

Ha refuses to tell how he got his negative, bat 
Mrs. Cleveland's pictures are selling here 
fester than those of any other public person 
for yeai?, and his sales run high into the tens 
of thousands. Thj pictures are bust pictures 
taken of Miss Folsoni about a year ago. They 
represent her as having a fuller face than she 
hu now, and her shoulders are clad in a plain 
lawn dress, with a slight "V" at the neck fast- 
ened by a simple gold phi. The photographer 
gets twenty-five cents apiece for them of the 
dealers, and they are retailed for thirty-five 
cents. They do not cost him probably more 
than two cents apiece, and a dealer tells me 
that $10,000 would be a low estimate of the 
money he will maka out of them.

THE NEW MUMMY AT THE RATIONAL MUSEUM. 


I took a good look to-day at tho Egyptian 


mummy, which our minister to Turkey, the 
Hon. Sam Cox, has sent to the National 
Museum. It lies flat on its back in its shell in 
a bigiglass cose, just to the left of tho rotunda 
of the museum. In tho case next to it stand 
a Japanese nobleman and his wife, made of 
wax oud dicssod in bilk, and m the cases oppo- 
site to it a h.ilf do/oii savages from the 
jungles of 4.frica, with spears in their hands, 
and the wild dress of their countries upon 
their bodie,, look at you. 
On another side 


are the mi igu's of a group of life-sizo Esqui- 
maux hi for clothing, and on tho wall to the 
right is a collection of perhaps fifty castes of 
the copper-colored faces ot American Indians. 
Tho mummy proper has a mummy box about 
two inches thick, which (its around it almost 
like a glove. In tho sketch which I give you 
you can sen the mummy in this casket, while 
the cover of tho casket lies a little to tho left. 
This casket is of some light wood. 
It is 


pointed dark green, and it is as carefully 
made 
as though chiseled out 
by 
a 


sculptor. 
Tho mummy is five feet six 


inches long, and it is exceedingly well pre- 
served. Tho arms wore pressed close to the 
side and you see nothiLg of their outlines 
through tho wrappings, which are wound 
tightly around the body from head to foot 
This mummy, while not of royal birth, must 
have been a great dignitary. The body is 
covered wit h hieroglyphics and paintings in 
gold 
Tho face Is covered with gold leaf, and 


a mask of green cement is posted over it. 
Shield-shaped ornaments in gold ho across 
the breast, .ind on one of these is tht> sacred 
beetle which the Egyptians used to worship. 
A sheet of i emcnted linen lies along tho legs, 
and gold seams to have been plenty in tho 
family of the dead man. This mummy fa in 
as good a condition as any of those you will 
find in tho Boulak museum at Cairo. Mr. 
Cox got it from the American consul at 
Luxor on the site of old. Thebes, which lies, 
you know, on the Nile above Cairo and below 
the Hit,t cataract. It was sent here in the care 
of Mr. William V. Cox, the chief clerk of tho 
museum am 1 a cous 11 of Minister Cox

Bernhardt a week or so before she left 


Paris for .her long American tour, now just 
beginning at the capital of Brazil The great 
actress lives in a rather shabby but spacious 
house in the Rue St Georges, within a 
stone's throw of the famous town residence 
ol Thiers. Her present habitation is not so 
flne either inside or outside as the hotel near 
the Pare Monceau, which her creditors 
forced her to quit two or three years ago, 
For Sarah Bernhardt is as great a spend- 
thrift as she is tragedienne. 
But if she 


is always heavily 
in liabt, it must be 


said in her defense that she is not selfish, and 
much of the hard earned money .hat she 
dispenses so lavishly goes into the pockets oE 
needy friends or poor parsons whom she has 
never met. She may be prodigal, but she is 
generous, too. Like Goldsmith, Bernhardt 
cannot resist giving even when she has 
nothing to give. 


When you enter Sarah Bernhardt's houie 


you immediately pass the kitchen on the 
right hand. 
The door generally stands 


open, and you see the big blue 'and white 
porcelain stove, reaching from floor to ceil- 
ing, with the man cook, clad in white, be- 
fore it busily engaged in preparing the 
evening meal At the rear of this broad 
entrance way is a paved courtyard that the 
stables open on. In the middle of this court- 
yard stood, the day I called, a horse har- 
nessed to a coupe1 and eating his oats from a 
bag hung from his head. 
The actress has 


evidently hurried home to dinner, and would 
start in an hour for the theatre. 
The coach- 


man is swallowinz his food in an adjoining 
room. 
There is no time to unharness and 


harness up again. Mistress, servant and 
horse are all eating "on the jump." What 
a life] The coachman and hoi'S!' might 
endure it, but how can that frail, nervous 
woman bear up under it! The question has 
often been asked, and Sarah Bernhardt an- 
swers it by continuing to lead the same ter- 
ribly active existence from year to year, 
without appearing to suffer therefrom.

A few pictures h^ng on the walls, and 


some niclcracks stand on tbe tables—all 
that remains of a fine collection of ranvasei 
and objec's of art that passed under the auc- 
tionrer s bammer at the Hotel Drouot a y»ar 
ago last Jan ti-.ry. Amonj thij other things 
knocked down to the hi^hast bidder on thac 
occasion was the well known pioLur,?, (1The 
Young Girl and Death," painted by the tra- 
gedienne. 1 saw it almost daily for months 
afterward in the window of a picture doakr 
near the grand boulevards. 
One day I no- 


ticed that it had disappeared, carried off, 
perhaps, to Brazil or the great west, where, 
perh.ipi, the grand actress may soon feast 
her eyes onc^ more on this lost child of her 
brush. 
Two busts by the same hand—for 


Sarah Bernhardt is a sculptor, too—are the 
only things lefs in ber parlors to testify to 
the artislic bent of the hostess. 


Tho most noticab'e objects in Sarah Bena- 


hardt'o rooms as I saw them when I called, 
were immense baskets and bouquets of faded 
flowers, the floral offerings oE the first night 
of "Ham'et," which occur'd this past win- 
ter. Sarah Beruhardt appeared as Ophelia 
and was very much critici el. So severe in 
fact were some of th" critic^ that the actress 
got on one of h^r high horse, an! answered 
them through the newspapers 
But th» pub- 


lic took the same view us the critics, and 
the piece soon disappeared from the sSa'je oj 
the Porte Si Martin. Perhaps the actress 
clings to these withered gifts m order still to 
protest against the opinion* of her judges of 
the press and the public, and to show that 
she at least l« proui to remind her visitors 
of this disastrous alventure into the realms 
of Shakespeare. 


It has often been aai 1 that Sarah Bern- 


hardt k^eps her coffin in one of the closets of 
her house, and that she sometimes takes a 
nap in tub narrow bud in order to accustom 
herself to thj terms of dsath. I am as-ured 
by the intimate friends of the aciress that, 
as \ have always believed, there is no truth 
in this weird story. However this may bo, 
another embla.n of the heartless Reaper does 
adorn the center table at Sarah Bernhardt's. 
A human -kull tjera stares y >u in the f .ce. 
And th'3 most interesting thing in connec- 
tion with this cranium, a sufficient excuse 
for leaving it in full view, is a stanza writ- 
ten on the crown by Victor Hugo. 
It may 


be translated as follows: 
Skeleton, what hast thou done with the sonl? 
Lamp, wbatfrosc thou clone with the flame? 
Deserted cage, what hast thou clone with thy bean- 


tiful uird that used to sing? 


Volcano, what liaat thou done with the lava? 
Wbat has) thoa done to thy master? Hade him thy 
slam!

The laat lino of course refers to the poet 


and the actress. Sarah Bernhardt inter- 
preted many of Victor Hugo's tragedies at the 
Th«4tre Franxjais before falling out with the 


I managsr of that famous state plajhouse »nd 


resigning from the troup*. Hence the poet 
calls himself her "master." And she did in- 
'deed treat him more than once as if he were 
her "slave," for Sarah Bernhardi; used to rule 
in the green room of the House of Moliere, 
and Victor Hugo, lilte less noted dramatists, 
often had to submit to her ivhims and ca- 
prices. 


Mme. 
Earnhardt talks and moves in her 


drawing room just as she does on the stage. 
The same rapid but clear enunciation, the 
same graceful cat-like motion, you fee. that 
you are in the theatre with the great actress 
before the footlights. Sarah Ber-nhHrdt is 
either natural on the staga or stagey at 
home, probably the latter. She is as affable 
in her easy chair as she :s irascibh at a 
rehearsal She always had a kind word for 
the many visitors w"ho used to crowd her 
parlors on Thursday. During the last weeks 
before her departure she had so much to do 
that she had to give up her regular weekly 
receptions, ai<d was visible for about an 
hour before dmner every evening.

•were two or three persons waiting to see 
her the other night when I called.

!< uiitainebleau to all. Nearly a thousand 
yi-iirs ago, in the time of Louis VII, le Jeune, 
n was already advanced from a simple hunt- 
ing seat to a palace from which were dated 
ttie royal decrees. Booh monarch, as he came 
into possession, repaired or added to the orlg. 
irml chateau, but it was not till the time of 
Fran .-is I, In the stormy days of tbe Protestant 
Hetormation, that it became the principal pal- 
ace and the virtual capital of France. This 
say ana licentious klngspent millions In build- 
Ing and adorning, reconstructing nearly tbe 
whole from the foundations, and greatly en- 
larging ft. Among his successors, Henry IT, 
Henry IV ana Louis XLIladdednew hulldlmrs 
which later kings ami emperors altered and 
enlarged till the present sf raggling mass, this 
" mosaic of palaces," was forme I. 
To gain an Idea of this jumble of palaces, 
conceive six large courts of different sizes and 
shapes, three of them completely surrounded, 
and the others inclosed on three '•Idea each, by 
long ranges ot buildings ot brink or stone, 
irreuulariy connected and fronting In all direc- 
tions, mostly two stories In height, with sharp 
roofs and dormer windows, broken occasion- 
oily with a pttvllllou or third story added, and 
with HB great a variety of architecture as one 
sees In Broadway. The interiors of these 
sirange old buildings are pronoucojd very line 
by the architects, and the architects must be

Fo'nrainebleau lifts s1ampG~d on"France 
nn . on French civilization their best and their 
worst traits. 


it was in the splendid days of the Italian 


Renaissance that the extravagant Francis, 
"that headstrong boy of Angoulcme," as his 
anxious predecessor called him, invaded Italy 
an i became enamoured of Italian art, then 
under the powerful lead of Haphael, Michael 
Angeloand Da Vinci. Seeking to imitate or 
surpass what he saw, he assembled at Fon- 
talnebleau such artists as his munificence 
could attract, and begun there that collection 
of pulntlnga and sculptures which is found to- 
day at the Louvre. French flne art dates from 
trands and Fontalneblcau. 
Here was Its 
earliest school, and here was born that retined 
taste which has marked the French people for 
the last two centuries, and has Riven to 
French civilization its peculiar grace and 
splendor. 


But there was another side to the character 
or t rauels and his successors at Fontalnebleau 
which has also unfortunately left its Impress 
upon the French people 
It Is broadly hinted 
n that saying • f the gay king that' A court 
wiihout women Is a year without a Spring- 
:lme, and a Springtime without roses." To 
the rough old warriors of the middle ages suc- 
ceeded a crowd of gav and beautllul women. 
The court doubtless gained in milety and in 
softness of miauers, but not iu purity, as a 
F-ench writer says. Tlien came that remark- 
uiileserlesof women who ruleij France by nil- 


its kin«s, and whoso elegance and wit 
d their alinme, and served to make vice 
tmi sin more dangerous by making them more 
ttuacttve. It was at FontainebL'BU that the 
>uelii'ss d'Etampes, Diane de Poitiers, and 
tt irlelle d'Estrees held their court, and at a 
a er time Madame de Jtaiutenon had apart- 
iients there. The all-power'ul Diane de Pot- 
!• rs, the favorite of Henry II, served as a 
Model to the new school of painters. Her 
"orm, her face, her attitudes and bearing, were 
•j'udled as the perfect models of the beautl- 
ill. 
Her features appeared in paintings, 
ulptures and frescoes, and In the pictures of 


lie ancient goddesses of Greece and Home 
Minted there one st II ftuds the figure of this 
>iiil but brl iliant woman 


For nearly three hundred years the court of 
rruncekept the character impressed upoti it 
t Fontalnebleau, and with brief exception 
ttV eil to the people a model of manners and 
n nils of the most fatal slgnlttcnnue. In this 
i del wifely virtue had little credit, and 
i.ui.y purity no praise. Love, the passion 
he most powerful for good or evil of any In 
he liumim heart, lost in the French ideals all 
rs sai'reduess and purity ; the reign of lawless 
lasiiou was allowed as a law of nature, and 
ne very foundations of the family an J of vlr- 
u us society were undermined. 
French art and French llteiature show still 
he mint of these vicious Ideals. Illicit love, 
r amours, rather, form the staple topic of the 
ommou French novel, if the true civillza- 
inn is to be measarcd by the elevation, purity 
nd dignity of the sentiments and relations 
vhich unite the sexes and form the family 
nd society itselt, then the French civilization 
vlth all its polish and taste, must yield to the 
ess polite but vastly purer types which may 
f found In our American villages and cities 
I I should transUita the wlthorlngMenuncla- 
.nn«nf th<> common impurity which 1 heard 
ill trom the lips of one of the most eloquent 
ruois and pieai'h,-rs of France, I should 
in l>ly justify trie views I have here expressed 
Among the memories that linger around 
01.tainebleau none seem more touching and 
ugust than those of the lirst abdication of 
I«p«leon, nnd his adieus to his soldiers. With 
li Europe In league against him, driven back 


iiv the clouds of armies invading France, 
though winning victories over some of them 
Ht every step, he was forced to aeo his capital 
full into the hands of his enemies. Retiring 
to Fontalnebleau, his favorite palace, he otter- 
ed to the allied Sovereigns to abdicate in favor 
of his infant son, retaining only the regency. 
IhUproposition being rejected, he wrote in 
haste the touching note of full abdication on 
a scrap of paper, still shown In the palace, 
saying, "The allied powers having proclaimed 
that the Emperor Napoleon Is t e sole obsta- 
cle to the re-establishment of the peacj of 
Europe, the Emperor, faithful to his oath, 
declares that he renounces for himself and his 
successors the throne of France and Italy ; 
nnd that there is no personal sacrifice, even 
that of his life, which he Is not ready to make 
tor the interests of France." The little round 
tahie on wh'ch this note was scrawled Is still 
shown, and in its mahogany top Is a deep cut 
where Napoleon drove .his pen-knife in his 
iini/er at the implacable hate with which those 
crowned lords of Europe followed him. A 
little after, in the great square called the 
"Court of the White Horse," he took leave of 
thu officers and soldiers of the Old Guard. He 
embraced their general, saying, " £ cannot em- 
Brace you all"; then calling for their battle 
standard he kissed tiut eagle three limes, and' 
with the words, "Adieu, mes Enfants," left 
officers and soldiers In t 'ars. 
From Fontalnebleau a ride of six hours 
through a beautltul farming region brought 
us to Dijon, where we spent two daye. An- 
other ride of nine bourn, relieved by the splen- 
did scenery ot She Jurm mountains, which we 
crossed, landed us in Lausanne, on th<- banks 
ot Lake Geneva, the grandest of tie Swiss 
lakes, and iu full Ei/iht of the enowy Alps.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—In the case ol 


Mrs. Maria Hunter, widow of General 
Euntor, lor whose 
relief the 
House 


passed a bill granting a pension of $50 
per Tynnth, which was vetoed by the 
President, Chairman Matson, of the in- 
ralid pensions committee, to-day pre- 
sented a report to the House, in which he 
sustains the veto. lie says the effect of 
the bill would be to give the claimant 
twenty dollars per month 
more than 


the sum allowed by the general law; that 
it is not alleged that the widow needs an 
increase, and that the committee has 
barely tolerated the increase of pensions 
ol widows of officers.

WASHINGTON, July U.—In reply to a 


letter from Congressman O'Neill, Comp- 
troller Durham has elucidated his posi- 
tion on tlie Elgin-Hour question. lie 
writes: 


"Under section 3738 of the Revised 


Statutes eight hours constitute a clay's 
•work (or laborers, workmen and me- 
chanics who may be employed by, or on 
behalf of, the Government of the United 
States. It only applies to these three 
classes oi persons; but it is competent 
Jo* whoever may'have them m charge 
to contract with them 
for a greater 


number of hours perduy than that speci- 
fied in the statute, nnd my decision was 
only intended to apply to future services. 
If any of the workmen refeirod to desire 
to present their claim?, they should 
tot 


apply to the oillccr who directly has 
charge of them, and, if refused payment, 
then to the Treasury oftlcmls."

morning near Tamaroa, ten miles east of 
here, in the killing o5 John W. Corgan, 
an old and prominent citizen of the 
county, by his son-in-law, Harry Miller. 


Miller has been living on a farm three 


miles east of Tamaroa, which he rented 
from Corgan. About three months since 
they had a difficulty, which was com- 
promised in the courts here by Corgnn 
giving a peace bond, nnd aliening Miller 
lo 
remain 
upon 
the 
farm 
until 


the expiration of his lease, October ]. 
Since that time the parties have not been 
fiiemlly, and Miller moved off the place 
uist Monday. On Tuesday he went back 
to get his share of an oat crop that l>-icl 
been si-own on the farm, taking four 
wagons, with necessary hands., Below 
is given a synopsis of the evidence of W. 
S. Jones, au eye-witness, before the 
coroner's jury at Tamaroa yesterday 
morning- 


"My name is W. S. Jones ; age, thirty. 


sis years; live three miles east of Tama- 
roa. Miller came to my honse this morn- 
ing, and asked me to go and help him 
Bun] his share of the oat crop off 
Cor- 


Kan's farm. I went nnd took a hand with 
me. There were four wagons with two 
men to each wagon. 
When, we arrived 


at the field tvro of the party got out and 
let the fence down, and Miller started to 
drive in. I hallooed to him that he had 
bettor tell Corgan he had come to divide 
the oats. Just thon he looked up and 
fcaid: 'Yonder they come, now—all of 
them with pitchforks!' 
By this time 


Corgan had got within about one hun- 
dred yards of Miller, and said: 'Get out 
of nere, you thief. You come here to 
steal again. You get out, or I'll put yon- 
out.' 
Miller had, as yet, said nothing to 


Corgnn, who had arrived at the wagon by 
this time. Miller said: 'I am row ready 
to divide those oats.' Corgan said: "I 
am not ready te divide them, and won't 
divide them.' At this time he was near 
the horses' heads, and came aroaud to 
the side of the wagon and made at Miller 
with the fork, trying to get iu the wagon, 
Which he finally did. 


About this time John Oorgan, ST., 


aged abont eighteen years, came up, and 
made at Miller with a fork. Corgan, 
Sr., was still in the wagon, and striking 
ftt Miller with a pitchfork, and Miller was' 
warding off the blows with one hand and 
holding his team with the other, and fi- 
nally bit Corgan, knocking him out of the 
wagon. Corgan rose and grabbed ths 
fork and started for him, trying to stick 
him with the fork. 


Miller then drew his pistol and shot 


Jttr. Corgan fell in his son's arms and ei- 
bired In a few minutes. Miller turned to 
Mr. Corgan's sons, two of whom were 
present, and said: 'Boys, yon see what 
I have had to do.' He then turned his 
team and drove ont of the field and to 
town, accompanied by his brother, Wm. 
Miller. Tbe shooting occurred on th« 
farm known as the Pyle place, three miles 
east of Tamaroa," 


THE STOKY COHKOBOKATED. 


The above evidence was corroborated 


In all the main facts 'by most of the wit- 
nesses. The pistol used was a small 32- 
caliber, rnsty concern, that did not look 
tike it would more than make a noise. 
The ball entered the body between the 
first aud second ribs of the right side, 
four inches from the center of the ster- 
num, five inche.s above the right nipple 
and tw> inches below the collar bone, 
passed in an oblique direction to the left 
Bide, cutting either the main artery or 
going through the heart. 


Dr. Ward probed the wonnd, but 


could not find the ball. The hemorrhage 
was 
internal, 
escaping through the 


mouth. Corgan lived in lamaroa, and 
with his two sons, John, Jr., and Frank, 
was ont on the farm harvesting hay. 
He 


Was a large, fine-looking man, and one 
who was very positive in all his opinions, 
a very strong friend, but had no use for 
his enemies. He had been a resident of 
this county for many years, and was well 
known and respected. 


After the shooting 
Miller came to 


Tamaroa and gave himself up to 'Sqnire 
Willoughby, who turned him over to 
Constable Grain, and he was brought 
nere and placed in jail. He is a m an of 
ordinary appearance and intelligence, 
comc'S of a highly respected family, aged 
twenty-fonir years, and has been married 
to Mr. Qorgan's daughter for three 
years. 
He 
appears 
to 
feel 


very 
badly 
about 
the 
matter 


and regrets it very , much. He says that 
it was a matter of life and death with 
him. 
Coroner Farmer selected a jury 


yesterday afternoon, and proceeded to 
investigate 
the matter. There 
were 


eleven witnesses to the tragedy, two of 
ivhom were brothers to Miller, and two 
<ons o£ the deceased. At the time of his 
loath ilr. Corgan was engaged in mer- 
:ham!izing in Tamaroa.
